“Heavy cannonading was heard off 
Gecisan, ou the east coast of Korea, on 
Monday and tliia morning. It is sup¬ 
posed that Hear-Admiral Uriu't fleet 
has succeeded in engaging the Russian 
Vladivostoek squadron.” 

A rumor to the effect that the Japan¬ 
ese had succeeded in bringing the Rus- 
aion Vladivostoek tuiuailron. of four 
cruisers, to battle off Vladivostoek, was 
circulated in Paris, but up to this morn- 
iug Do confirmation had been received. 
Evidently this dispatch refer* to the 
same rumor.

harbor the Japanese fleet bombarded 
the forts and town oO May 8nl.

Another 
Japanese sailor, who was pulled out of 
the water, tried to throttle himself with 
his necktie. 

One of the Russian rowboats which 
approached a sinking ship for the pur¬ 
pose of saving her crew was met by a 
small arm fire. Th<* Russian sailors 
showed every consideration for the cap¬ 
tured Japanese, wrapping them up in 
their own coats and carrying them 
ashore. One of the rescued Japanese

, There is n city in Canada, a city which 
makes no special appeals to the world a* 
a tourist nsort, that k going to sprud 
me million dollars for the purpose of in¬ 
creasing it* water supply. It is a very 
much larger city than Victoria. Water 
meters were suggested as a means of 
meeting the waste iu cold weather. The 
suggestion was promptly set aside by 
the city council. It was not even con¬ 
sidered ns a remedy. - The poliey which 
is being silently pursued in Victoria is 
to quietly Imtilen the ratepayers with 
meters at a cost of somewhere between 
forty and sixty thousand dollars, de¬ 
pending to some extent upon the rate of 
growth, we suppose. This will 1m* a 
ix-rtnatient addition to the capital cost of 
our water u-ork«. with proportionately 
Ligher charge* upon the ratepayer* for 
maintenance and renes-als. This for 
instruments which are admittedly of use 
for only a fractional part of the year. 
We do not think that can Ik* doufed. 
And in any event ir will 1 m* ne«-e«sary in 
process of time to apply the proper 
remedy and increase the supply of 
water. We thiuk it is time for the rute- 
papers to demand an explanation from 
the city council.

Detail* of the Deatnictlon of the Kin* 
ahiu Maru by Russian*. 


Tin* Sintra I* Constructing Thirteen 
Hattie* hip* and Britain Twelve— 
Russia's Submarine Boat. 


(Associated Press.) 

leiuilun. May 3.—A iwrliauientary re- 
turn isaued this morning, giving the 
number of warship# built and building 
f**r seven of the strongest navies iu the 
world, credit* Uttsniu with the ouly 
• ompleteij submarine bout. Thia of 173 
Ml register and was launched in 1001 . 
Russia is credited, however, with 14 
others iu course of mstruction, but a 
foot uote points out that It is uncertain 
whether all of these have actually berm 
commenced. 

The United State# come* ftrvt on bat¬ 
tleships building, with 13 in coarse of 
construction, followed by Greet Britain 
with 12. Great Britain is constructing 
17 aruiored cruisers, “gainst 11 of the 
Tinted Htntes. the third in fifilUv U-iug 
France, with 7 armored era leers. 


Consul Morikawa. Vancoaver ban tw- 
ceived the following dispatch from the 
Japanese legation. Waahinguin, regard 
ing the sinking of thw Kiuablu Maru by 
Russian#: 

“On the 23th inat., a company of ths 
37th infantry fegimeut was retiring to 
Genoan in the transport Kinshiu Maru 
after reconuoitering Wiwoti and the 
neighborhood of Ilangyondo. They if ere 
stop|wd uff Hinpho by Kumtisn cruisers 
and two torpedo boats. The Iloaaia ap- 
pr> melted Kinshiu Maru and the ahlp'a 
captain, accompanied by the superin¬ 
tending naval officer and fwo other offi¬ 
cers. went aboard the Ito*»la. where 
they were apparently detained. The 
enemy gave an hour*# respite for sur¬ 
render, but the soldiers, in strict die- 
cipliue. obeying their oEcer'a order*, 
refused. 

"At 11JD a. m., the enemy discharged 
a torpedo, whereupon our soldier*, farm¬ 
ing themselves into lines o« deck. ex¬ 
changed fire with the enemy, during 
which ninny of oar officers and men pet- 
i4>od. About two a. m. another torpedo 
was discharged and. hlfting the engine 
room, split the transport in two. Borne 
(HMdiea and ‘merchants had previously 
taken to boat* and were #ul#irqucatly 
joined by some soldier# after the ex¬ 
plosion. 

"The boat* then rowed westward and. 
after indescribable suffering, the men 
reached Bineaho on the 27fh. Thera 
were 43 petty officers and privates, he- 
alde the coolies ami three merchants.
